He refers the Conclufion of it to Ofober 
next, and then calls ic a feeminy Con- 
elufion, adding, that Jealoufies aod 
Uaeafinefles continue; all the Na- 
tions ftanding with Sword in Hand, 
ready to break out into a New War. 


He tels ws, (for May) Now they begin 
the Campaign 3 fome Fight, and fome 
Treat; fome both Treat and Fight;

rence; In his fecond Prophecy he fays ex- 
prefly.

I fear he is.too much a Witch in this Ar- 
ticle, and has play’d the Second- Sight upon 
the German Counfels, for any body may 
fee bythe prefent Meafures taken on that 
Side, they came unwillingly into the Trea- 
ty, and feem much more willing to put aa 
Ead tothe Treaty thaa to the War.
